Free on $1,000 Bond— 
Hearing Adjourned 

Miss Bernita McMahan, of 
Blackie, Albeita, who Tuesday 
afternoon faced her preliminary 
hearing before Magistrate Col. 
George B. McLeod in police court 
on a charge of manslaughter, was 
allowed to go with bond of $1,000 
and ordered to return for contin- 
uation of the hearing Wednesday 
morning. Three crown witnesses 
took the stand following which 
the hearing was adjourned. 

The manslaughter charge against 
the 2l-year-old hospital nurse was 
laid by the R.C.M-P. following in- 
vestigation into the death of Miss 
Faye Christensen who died, al- 
legediy from injuries received in 
an auto smash-up on the Calgrry- 
Edmonton highway near Leiuc 
Sunday, April 10. Miss C te 
was a passenger in a c r 
Alex Stronach south on the -trai 
Other passengers in the death car 
were Miss Ifaye Chr nsen and 
John Wellwood. Stronz s car was 
struck by a coupe driven by Miss 
McMahan, the accused. With Miss 
McMahan were two ¢ rses, 
Miss Margaret Lind 
Josephine Creight 


A coroner's jury probing the 
death ef deceased returned an open 
verdict, blaming loose gravel on 


the highway and not the speed of | 
the car. 


HIGHWAY PLAN 

First witness for the crown Tues- 
day was H. S. Day an engineer of 
the Public Works Department, who 
submitted a plan of the highway 
curve at which point the fatal crash 
took place, 

He had traversed the corner the 
day before the erash and had found 
it in good shape. As a test, the fol- 
lowing day he took the bend at 35 
miles per hour and managed to 
keep his car to the right side of the 
highway. ‘(Miss McMahan at the 
inquest had stated that her machine 
was travelling about 35 miles per 


hour. Her car was on the wrong 
side of the roadway at the point of 
impact.) 

“But I wouldn't try 35 at the 
same corner ordinarily,” was h

way.”

A GENERAL ELECTION? 

There are rumors that Premier Bennett 
may dissolve parliament and call a general 
election some time during the summer. The 
notion is rather more likely to originate in the 
wishes of the Opposition than in the intentions 
of the Ministers. The Government has not 
been exactly accumulating popularity during 
the past year. 

Political strategy aside, there would be little 
reason in subjecting the country-to the turmoil 
and expense of an out-of-season election. 
Business is “dead” enough, without that added 
blow. And if there are a couple of million 
dollars lying around idle they had better be 
spent providing work for the unemployed than 
frittered away on an election two years ahead 
of time. 

COMMUNITY SELF-ifELP 

The progressive town of Ver 1 believes 
that fortune favors the commun hat helps 
itself. Instead of passively waiting for things 
to pick up, its residents are taking active 
measures to stimulate business. 

The merchants of the town have united to 
make Saturday evening the farmers’ marketing 
day, band concerts being offered as an added 
inducement to farm folk to drive in. 

The tax rate has been cut two mills, and 
revenue is coming in better than last year 
This reduction in taxes was made possible by 
a reduction in rates for utility services, which 
resulted in more services being bought, and 
larger profits to the, municipal treasury. A 
central heating plant installed four years ago 
has paid for itself. 

Some of the larger centres, Edmonton in- 
cluded, might make note of these things. If 
it pays Vermilion to cut rates and sell more 
light and water, why not Edmonton? And if it 
is worth while for merchants there to “go 
after” farm trade with special bargains offerec 
one evening during the week, Edmonton stores 
might find it also worth while to attract 
several hundred farm families into town each 
week by similar means. 


INVITING REPEAT VISITS 

The exhibition directors propose to go half 
way in following the lead of Saskatoon, which 
is to try the experiment of running its fair 
this year without charging admission to the 
grounds, Tickets to the Edmonton fair will be 
sold in advance six for a dollar. In former 
years it has cost the visitor fifty cents cach 
time he entered the grounds. This year it will 
cost him sixteen cents plus. 

The object of course is to encourage repeat 
visits, and thus draw a large attendance every 
day. That is sound policy, and there is hardly 
room to doubt that it will succeed. 

No one can “do” Edmonton's mid-summer 
fair satisfactorily in a day. A whole half-day 
can be pleasantly and profitably spent in any 
one of several departments, while those who | 
want to follow the races must go every day. | 
A fifty cent admission charge tended, and | 
tended effectively, to discourage repeat visits; | 
a sixteen cent admission will certainly encour- 
age them. 

Given plenty of publicity in advance, there 
is a strong probability that the attendance this | 
year can be made to break all records. The 
new rates will bring results if the public are 
told about them and urged to do their ticket- 
buying early. And crowds come, the 
revenue will come in through rentals for booth 
Space and other in ethods of collection.

TIME TO TAKE THEM IN HAND 

Premier Anderson of Saskatchewan admits 
that he is “fed up” with the antics of the 
extremist Doukhobors. He is going to talk the 


matter over with Premier Tolmie of British 
Columbia, who has similar and sufficient 


reasons to be in the same state of mind. Per- 
haps between them they can devise some 
course of action that will end the Doukhobor 
menace, if it 1s beyond hope to Canadianize 
those peculiar “sons of freedom.” 

Putting the matter broad! 
stood about all the nonsense 
gent Douks. that is called for by 
allowable in reason. This lawless el 
graduated from a nuisance into a menace. 
While the direct responsibility to deal with 
them rests with the Governments of the 
provinces in which they reside, the federal 
authorities should give al! possible support in 
bringing them to time. 

It may be that Doukhobor fanatics hada 
nothing to do with the attempt to blow up a 
train at Thrums, B.C. But it wil be recalled 
that Peter Veregin was killed by a bomb in a 
railway carriage in the same district. In any 
case, the spectacle of Doukhobor schoo! houses 
burning as fast as they are bullt is a standing 
suggestion to criminals generally that they can 
violate law and get away with it. That notion 


+ 


has to be suppressed, whatever has to be done 
with the rebellious Douks. in the process. 


INSURANCE AGAINST BILLS 

To strengthen the position of Edmonton's 
municipal hospital, the board is considering a 
plan by which people could insure themselves 
against the costs of hospital treatment. The 
idea is that the householder pay a fee of one 
dollar per month to the hospital. In return 
he or any member of his family would be en- 
titled to hospital treatment for three months 
in the year, without further charge. 

The scheme has the large advantage of 
being constructive. With the hospital pro- 
ducing a deficit every year because not all 
those who are treated can pay their bills, this 
ought to gain for the plan sympathetic atten- 
tion on the part of the taxpayers, who have to 

nake good the deficits. 

That a large number of residents of the city 
and surrounding country would take advantage 
of the arrangement appears likely. Sooner or 
later the great majority of people have to go 
to hospital. Those who prefer the Royal 


Alexandra would thus be offered the oppor- . 


tunity to pay in advance and in small instal- 
ments, instead of having the whole hospital 
bill fall upon them at the time when all the 
other expenses incidental to a sickness have 
to be met. 

Insurance is always worth more than it 
costs, and the chance to “hedge” hospital bills 
at the cost of one dollar per month should be 
attractive.

Health and Diet Advice 
By DR, FRANK McCOY 

HOW TO STRAIGHTEN YOUR SHOULDERS 

A round-shouldered person is like one in heavy 
chains, which bind his body in the bent-over shape. 
Only, instead of the chains of iron, they are chains 
of muscle, which hold the shoulders in the wrong 
position and almost Jock them there. To throw off 
these factors and get the shoulders back where 
they are meant to be CAN 
BE DONE. The iraportant 
factor in improving the 
shoulders is to use the ex- 
ercises which develop the 
muscles that hold the back 
straight. Muscular improve- 
ment js ail you have to pay 
any attention to in building 
better shoulders. Take 
enough exercise of the right 
kind to strengthen these 
muscles and your shoulders 
will begin to improve. 

Those who are round 


shouldered have front 
muscles across the 
chest which are stronger 
than the muscles across the 
back and the result is that 
the front muscles, being 
: stronger than the muscles 
Dr. McCoy across the back, and the re- 
sult is that the front muscles, being stronger, pull 
the shoulders forward. Before you can expect to 
hold the shoulders back in that erect, attractive 
manner, you must increase the strength of the 
muscles of the upper back so that they balance the 
pull of those of the front. 

In developing a splendid pair of shoulders you 
need no expensive equipment. You can do it with 
just your two arms and plenty of determination. 
A good plan is for you to strip to the waist and 
stand before a mirror. Now I want you to do this: 
move your right arm up over your head. You can 
now see for yourself that movements which raise 
the whole arm upward and backward will pull on 
the shoulder muscles. You are going to use these 
upward and backward movements to straighten 
your round shoulders. You are now ready to start 
taking these exercises. You can make up soine 
for yourself by watching closely in the mirror and 
using those movements which pull the shoulders 
back and take the question mark shape out of your 
upper beck. 

An especially good exercise is to lie face down- 
ward on the floor and raise the head and shoul- 
ders backward. Take this exercise only a few 
times at first until the muscles become strong or 
you will have a very sore neck the next day. 

In addition to the exercises which move the 
arms, one should take some deep breathing exer- 
cises several times a day. Watch yourself in the 
mirror and you will see that a deep breath expands 
the chest, pushes it up and throws the shoulders 
back. 

You are going to find that there js a close con- 
nection between good strong shoulders and a good 
chest development. They are really two sides of 
the same question. Most of the movements which 
improve the shoulders also raise the chest. Women 
will find that these exercises not only improve the 
shoulders but build up a firm bust. Men who try 
such exercises will gradually develop that deep, 
wide, rolling chest which bespeaks power, strength 
and endurance. 

Men desiring to secure a faster shoulder devel- 
opment may move the whole arm while holding a 
weight in each hand or they may use the cable 
chest expanders, Swimming, tennis and wrestling 
are helpful in building good shoulders, 

You can build up attractive shoulders if you 
will take these exercises several times each day, 
expecting and looking for good results. Once you 
lave begun to gain the kind of shoulders you your- 
self admire you will be surprised at the joy and 
confidence which is yours. Don’t delay. Today's 
your day for beginning the exercises for good look- 
ing shoulders.

Question: W. S. W. writes: “A week ago my little 
grand-daughter’s tonsils and adenoids were taken 
out. In performing the operation the doctor cut 
off her palate. Will that affect her speech or diges- 
tion of food, Is there a chance for me to sue him?” 

Answer: You probably mean that the doctor cut 
off the uvula or long fleshy projection hanging 
down at the back part of the soft palate. If this is 
the case, it would not affect the speech or diges- 
tion and there would be no grounds for suit. 

Question: Mrs. S. R. writes: “I bought one of 
those pressure cookers some time ago, but have not 
used it recently because I heard aluminum was 
poisonous, Is this true?” 

Answer: Cooking with a pressare cooker is one 
of the most excellent ways of preparing food and 
is superior to most of the older methods where the 
steam and flavors are allowed to escape. I have 
investigated the propaganda against aluminum 
cooking utensils, but I can find no evidence that 
there is anything injurious in aluminum cooking 
vessels and continue to use them in my own house- 
hold.

Northwestern Utilities, Ltd. 
gas company, will undertake an 
expansion program this year call- 
ing for an expenditure of $186,500 
according to an announcement 
made Wednesday by Julian Gar- 
rett, manager and secretary-trea- 
surer of the company. 

Largest item on the program is 
the drilling of four wells, two 
each in the Viking and Kinsella 
fields at a cost of $82,000. 

A sum of $43,000 will be spent on 
the company’s distribution system 
this year, while $32,500 will be ex- 
pended on geological exploration 
work in connection with the future 
reserves of the company’s gas hold- 
ings. 

COMPLETE PIPE LINE 

The company also intends com- 
pleting another two miles of dup- 
lication piping on the main gas 
line between Edmonton and Viking 
at a cost of $29,000. 

With reference to the drilling of 
the four new wells, Mr. Garrett 
said that the company had been 
drilling for some time on weil 24 
in the Viking field. This is located 
in section 32, township 48, range 12. 
The well is already down 779 feet, 
while 745 feet of casing is in place 
Work is held up at preseni because 
of the cementing-off of water. 

The rig has been erected for well | 


No. 25, located in the Viking field 
at section one, township 49, range 


13. No drilling has been under- 
taken as yet, however. | 
START MONDAY | 

Work of drilling Harvey No. 1, 
Situated in the Kinsella field at 
section 17, township 47, range 11, 
will commence next Monday, The 
rig has already been erected. The | 
company has named this well after

field, Harvey’ No. 2, located at sec- 
tion 25, township 47, range 11, will 
be drilled as soon as the company 
has finished drilling operations on 
Well No. 24 in the Viking area.

Duplicating of the main line be- 
tween Viking and Edmonton has 
been completed as far as Ryley, 
which represents a stretch of 291% 
miles of double piping.

The $32,500 which will be spent | 
on geological exploration work in| 
connection with the company’s fu- 
ture gas reserves, will be under the 
direction of S. E. Slipper of Calgary, | 
geologist in charge of this branch of | 
the company’s activities. | 

Northwestern Utilities has 20 pro- | 
ducing wells in the Viking field, Mr.
